Manilla, Feb. 14.— 1*artlcular8 of the 
capture of Hollo by the Fnited States 
forces under Brigadier General M. D. 
Miller, upon Saturday laM, haT* been 
received here. 

On the morning of Friday, Feb. 10, 
General Miller sent an *iiUiniatuni to 
the commander of the rebels on shore, 
notifying him that i( was his intention 
to ta^e Hollo, ))y force if necessary. 
Non-com b h t anta and foreigners were 
warned to leave town within lA hours. 
The rebels were also warned that they 
must make no further belligerent prep- 
arations. ^' 

The gunboat Petrel was then moved 
to a position close In shore and near 
the rebel fort, while the cruiser Boston 
took up her station at the other end of 
the town. Friday passed quietly. Dur- 
ing the day many refugees left the town 
of Hollo. The majority of them were 
taken on board foreign ships lying in 
the harbor. 

Searchlights from the T'nited States 
worships were kept all night long il- 
luminating tbe town and ita defenses. 
The rabehi. aa fair as the lookMt ob the 
RhipR could discover. refluUaad Qulee- 
<ent throughout the nighf. 

At 8 o'clock on the morning of Satur- 
day, Feb. 11, the gunboat Petrel sig- 
nalled to Ifea ttalaar BostoB that the 
rabala irara working In tbeir trenches. 
Tn return the Petrel wss ordered to fire 
warning shots upon the town from her 
three-pounders. This was done and 
the rebels replM Wltl^ k iM^lMS fusil- 
lade. Thf Q(paio!Q l^id the Petrel then 
bombarded the rebels* trenches, com- 
pletely clearing them of their occu- 
pants in a very abort space of time. 



Soon after the bombardment began 
flames broke out simultaneously in va- 
rious parts of the town. Tht reiipon 48 
marines, acting as infantry and artil- 
lery, were landed tram 4ha eruiaer ]3oi'- 
ton, and a company waa sent ashore 
from tbe gunboat Petrel. These de- 
tachments marched .straight into the 
town of lloilo, and foisting the stats 
and stripes over the fpr|. took posses- 
sioo of th^ place in tha pama of the 
United Btatea. 

The capture of the town and its de- 
fenses having been accomplished, the 
marines and soldiers who had been 
sent ashore proceeded to tha task of 
saving tha Amartean, Bngllah and Ger- 
man consulates from destruction by 
the fire which raged among the frail 
and Inflammable buildings of the town. 
The Si^Vif cp^ul'a fesidence. wblcb 
was In the same row as the consulates 
named, was burned. The entire Chi- 
nese and native sections of the town 
were destroyed, but foreign mercantile 
property escaped with slight damage. 

"there waa aome desultory firing by 
tha enemy in th^ outskirts of Hollo, but 
not a single American was Injured. 
General Miller's force had complete 
control of the situation when the gun- 
boat Petrel sailed from lloilo for Man-

town, and the TMmesaee volunteers 
and the Eighteenth United States i..- 
f an try were occupying- the trenches 
at hai haa* «MMtnMtad, by the 
rabala.

Washington, Feb. 14.— When the sen- 
ate convened at 11 o'clock but nine 
senators were present. A little later, 

however, the usual quota dropped in 
lo take part in the disciis.slon on the 
Philippine declaratory resolutions. 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada, flrst took the 
floor in opposition to the McEnery res- 
olution and in favor of retaining the 
Philippines. Lindsay (Ky.) and Ba- 
con (Ga.) also opposed the McEnery 
resolution. Mr. Maaon aald tftat he 
voted for the treaty with the under- 
standing that there shouM be no tlir- 
ther war In the Philippines. 

At 2:;!.'i a vote was taUi ii by the sen- 
ate on tbe Bacon amendment to the 
McEnery reaplutlon. The Bacon 
amendment read: "That the United 
States hereby disclaim any disposition 
or intention to exercise permanent sov- 
ereignty. Jurisdiction or control over 
said islands, and assert their determin- 
ation when a stable and Indepand^Bt 
goveramtat shall have been erecled 
therein entitled In the judgment of the 
government of the United States to rec- 
ognition aa sucb, to transfer to said 
government upon terms which shall be 
reasonable and Just, all rights secured 
under the cession by Spain, and to 
thereupon leave the government and 
control of the Islands to their people." 
This was defeated 29 to 29, the vice 
praaldeBt votlBg la the BSgatlva. 

Next came the vote on McE^nery's 
resolution. It passed by a vote of 26 
to 22. 

Tbe McEnery resolution is as fol- 
lows: "By tha ratifloatlofB of the treaty 
of peace with Spain, it Is not intended 
to incorporate the inhabitants of the 
Philippine islands into dtizenship of 
the United States, nor Is it intended to 
permanently annex said Islands as an 
Integral part of the .tarrttory of the 
united SUtes; but U 1i tli« inteotioB 
of the United States to establish on 
said islands government suitable to the 
wants and conditions of the inhabi- 
tants of said islanda, to prepare thufi 
for local setf-govemmant end In due 
time to make such disposition of said 
islands as will liest promote the inter- 
ests of the citizens of the United 
States and the inhabitants of sa^w. 
Islanda."

Le.xington, Kv., Feb. 14.— Attorney 
John J. Corneilson, the lawyer who horse- 
whipped Judge Richard Raid at Mt. 
Sterling fifteen yeara ago becanae Bdd, 
as Judge of tbe Superior Conrt o^ Ken- 
tucky, bad rendered a decision advere? 
to Corneilson, died here to-day of apo- 
plexy. Judge Reid received letters and 
telegrama from prominent men all ovw 
the United States telling him to allow 
the law to take its course with Corneilson, 
and "not UK hhn as the Kentucky code 
prescribed." 

Held, who waa a prominent church- 
man, decided be would not Ull Corneil- 
son. He made a powerful speech in tbe 
Mt Sterling court hooae a^few days after 
the whipping to a large crowd, iu which 
he said he was determined to live up to 
his religious professions, would allow the 
law alone to deal with the man who had 
assaulted him, and, through him, one of 
the higheat oootta in the State. 

Corneilson was arrested and plrtced in 
jail, although everv technicality his law- 
yers could devise was used, he waa'not 
allowed his liberty. He spent three 
years in jail as punishment. 

About a week after Judge Reid made 
his celebrated speech he blew his brains 
out with a revolver. He thought his peo- 
ple condemned him for not toking the 
law into his own hands and killing Cor-
